For instance you 
bring together a Chinam an, 
an 
Eng­ 
lishman, a Frenchm an, a Japanese, an 
Am erican, an Hungarian, an Italian, 
a Swiss, a Scotchman, and one person 
from every other nation of the earth, 
and the association (cannot be other­ 
wise than beneficial. 
W e are all im i­ 
tators. 
None of us are excessively 
original. 
W e are constantly borrow­ 
ing ideas from others 
W h en a great 
number of nationalities m ingle in a 
business way good results cannot but 
obtain. 
Such a city is San Francisco, i 
Probably one of the slowest nations or 
earth to learn from others are the Chi- j 
nose. 
They cannot adopt other cus- 
toms than their own. 
Th e usages of 
this people constitute their religion. 
The daily practice of the Mongolian is 
established as firm as adamant. 
Even 
tlie 1 iirigu tgo of the ( ’hinese is adhered 


to. 
Not one Chinaman in an hundred 
speaks the 
English language or ut- 
t unpis to learn ii, 
11»* doesu’t want to 
know any other language than that of 
his nativity, and yet with all the preju­ 
dice and superstition of this old race, 1 
can see that they are unconsciously 
falling t ii to many Am erican ways. 
In 
fact the Chinese merchants have been 
compelled to, 
iu order to hold their 
trade. 
Isn't it most rem arkable how 


some people w ill sacrifice th eir religion 
for business? 
San Francisco is noth­ 
ing if not progressive.

The La» RHatinjf Thereto Lai«J Down by 
the (Supreme Court. 


A United States district judge 
111 
f Arkansas instructed a ju ry that every­ 
where except w ithin his own house the 
law’ requires u man to run away and do 
his best to escape from an assailant be­ 
fore killin g him. 
The judge further 
said that when assaulted on his own 
premises, but outside of his house, a 
man must show his sense of danger by 
efforts to escajie before his plea that he 
killed his assailant to save himself from 
great bodily harm can be accepted. 
This instruction was handed down 
from ancient times when weapons of 
i assault consisted of knives, bludgeons, 
sw’ords, etc., which an active man had 
; some chance of escaping. 
But it is not 


j applicable to these days of revolvers 
I and Winchesters, whose bullets no man 
can dodge or outrun, and the United 
States supreme court has sent it to the 
black letter lumber garret. 
The man sentenced to eight years’ 
imprisonment by the Arkansas judge 
j obtained from the supreme court an or- 
' der for a new trial under a new instruc- 
| tioii. This new’ instruction declares that 
wherever a man may be, if he has a 
right to be there and if he has not him ­ 
self provoked the assault, the law ju sti­ 
fies him in standing his ground and 
killing bis assailant provided the prov­ 
able circumstances are such as to satis­ 
fy a ju ry that he had reasonable grounds 
for believing and acted on the belief 
that the killing was necessary to protect 
him self from great bodily harm. 
Putting any further lim itation on the 
right to k ill in self defense would abol­ 
ish if altogether. 
Arkansas is only one 
of the many states 111 which a man may 
have to decide very hastily whether he 
shall be tried for killing a fellow c iti­ 
zen or let the fellow citizen be tried for 
killing him. 
In these eases, with his 
attention excitedly fixed on his assail­ 
ant, he lias no time to get legal advice 
or to study the necessities of the situa­ 
tion through the eyes of bystanders. 
Court and jury w ill do that afterward, 
and Iky is under restraint enough when 
he knows that in saving himself from 
the peril of the moment he incurs the 
further peril of having to satisfy a jury 
that his act as justified by the circum ­ 
stances.— N ew York World.

of Ancient Tim«*« Were Oor- 
geoiiMly A rri»ye«l Indeed. 


As far back as seven centuries before 
the Christian era there were very gayly 
dressed 
women 
in 
Jerusalem. 
The 
Prophet Ezekiel tells of them. They hud 
garments of silk adorned w ith broidered 
work. Their bodies were swathed in fine 
linen. 
They hail shoes of badger skin. 
They wore ornaments of gold and sil­ 
ver, rings in the ears, bracelets on the 
wrists, a chain around the neck, a jewel 
over the brow and a crown upon the 
head. 
* 
The prophet speaks of the earrings 
which were worn by the women of Je 
rusulem, but these ornaments were worn 
by Jewesses ages before the time of 
Ezekiel, even in the days of Moses and 
earlier yet. There were earrings among 
the other gifts in the oblation given to 
Most ;-, as desen bed in the book of Num 
bers. 
The first Bib lical reference to 
them is in the part of Genesis which 
tells how Rebekah obtained as a gift a 
“ golden earring of half a shekel w eight” 
from Abraham ’s servant, who “ put it 
upon her face.” At a later period the 
patriarch Jacob procured all the ear­ 
rings which belonged to ids household 
and hid them under an oak tree. 
Sub­ 
sequently to that time earrings are fre­ 
quently spoken of in the Bible. 
Even 
Job, the patient man of Uz, must have 
owned a lot of them in the latter part of 
his life, for when all his brethren and 
all his sisters and all his acquaintances 
came to comfort him under his afflic­ 
tions “ every one of them gave him an 
earring of gold. ” 
In the very early periods of Jew ish 
history women seem to have been as 
fond of dress and decorations us they 
are in modern times. 
When the daugh­ 
ters of Jerusalem were appareled and 
bejeweled 
in 
the way described 
by 
Ezekiel, their garments and ornaments 
must have been nearly as expensive as 
those of t lie grand dames who now shine 
in society.

T H E S U P E R N A T U R A L . 


Co nta ct W ith It 
Bring s Out a Peculia r 
Kind o f frca r. 


We wish the Psychical society would 
one day attempt an analysis of what, 
for want of a better word, we must call 
the dread of the supernatural. 
Both 
those who believe and those who disbe­ 
lieve in the notion that the veil between 
this world and the other is capable of 
being lifted agree in one thing. 
They 
all recognize the fact that most peo ple 
fear, or something akin to fear, what 
they believe to he the occurrence of su­ 
pernatural phenomena. 
There is here, 
the refore, a piece of ground which may 
be explored without any begging of the 
question as to whether the fear is caused 
by real ghosts or by trickery, by rats 
aud water pipes or by genuine glimpses 
of the people of another world. 
One 
would like to know whether the fear 
felt is akin to that experienced when a 
man is frightened by a runaway horse 
or a fire or any other imminent risk of 
life, or whether it is something differ­ 
ent in kind. 
Speaking broadly and without any 
minute consideration of the facts, one 
would say that ghost fright did differ 
in kind from the fright which comes 
from active danger. 
Most people have, 
we imagine, at some time or other in 
their lives experienced that eerie, un­ 
canny, creepy feeling which is associat­ 
ed w ith the possibility of contact with 
the supernatural. 
Yet few would de­ 
clare that it was in any sense connected 
with the dread of loss of lifo or limb. 
The man or woman who wakes up in 
the middle of 
tin; 
night 
and hears 
strange noises*— thumps, raps, 
clangs 
and creakmgs— or sees lights or feels 
the touch of unseen hands is probably 
very frightem d, but the sense of bodily 
fear is not present. 
There is no dread 
of being kill« el. 
People in the agony of 
terror caused by dangerous accidents 
constantly call out that they are going 
to be killed, but we doubt it that is ev­ 
er the ease in the fright caused by 
haunted bonnet). 
Possibly this differ 
ence may be said to be due to the faet 
that the dread of the supernatural 1- 
not nearly so acute as that caused by 
the imminent risk of death. 
People, it 
may be argued, only imagine themseivt 
to be frightened of ghosts, as women 
pretend to be frightened of mice. 
In 
neither case is the fright quite genuine 
it is only want of self control and could 
be mastered in an instant if the w ill 
power were in proper order. 
Unfortunately for those who argue 
thus there is 
plenty of evidence to 
show that occasionally the dread of the 
supernatural prcxluces very serious re­ 
sults. On the whole, we should say that 
more people had been frightened cut of 
their wits by what they believed to be 
supernatural phenomena than by acci­ 
dents involving great ri-k of life. 
It is 
not often that one hears of insanity 
canned even by the prolonged agony of 
shipwreck. 
The fear caused by what is 
supposed to be a supernatural agency 
seems, then, to have in it some element 
not found in ordinary fear. If the haunt­ 
ing phenomena cause fear, they seem to 
give a shock of special keenness.— Lon­ 
don Spectator.

An incident th at occurred a t a severe 
fire in a big business h ouse w ill give an 
idea of w h at th e members of th ese pro­ 
tective departm ents h ave to 
face at 
tim es in order to save property. 
Th e 
fire broke out about m idnigh t in th e 
basement of an imm ense fireproof b uild­ 
ing on ( iret lie street, extending a wh ole 
block f rom West Fourth street to W ash ­ 
ington place. W h en th e firemen arrived, 
h alf th e basement, or practically h all 
th e block, was in flames, but on account 
of 
th e fireproof construction of 
th e 
building th e fire was confined to th e 
basement part 
| 
T h e basement 
w as 
occupied by a 
straw h at m anufacturer, and th e cap­ 
tain of No. 2 fire patrol (one of th e first 
companies to arrive) 
felt sure th ere 
m ust be a subcellar stored w ith a most 
perish able stock. 
How to reach it be­ 
fore th e firemen began to th row w ater 
upon th e fire was th e question. It seem- | 
ed w'ell nigh impossible to get into th e 
basement th rough th e reg ular entrances, j 
and to venture in w h ile tin* fire w as j 
rag ing as it w as seen.' d alm ost toolbar- i 
dy, but h e determ ined to reach th e cel­ 
lar a t any cost and find out w h at it 
contained. A fter considerable effort h e 
succeeded in m aking an entrance on th e 
north side of th e building ( th e main 
body of tiro w as on th e south end), and 
groping liis way th rough tin* smoke and 
darkness, lantern in h and, h e found 
h im self in th e basement. T h e h eat was 
intense and th e air stifling. 
Ah ead of 
h im in tin* corner of th e basement h e 
could see 
th e 
flames 
rolling about, 
crackling and roaring as th ey devoured 
case after case 
of 
goods. 
Peering 
th rough th e th ick atm osph ere, it was 
some time before In* could discover a ny­ 
th ing th at looked like th e entrance to 
th e collar, h ut 
finally lie spied a door 
about m idw ay in th e basement th at ln- 
felt sure must lead It* th e subcellar. 
It 
w as dangerously near th e roaring fur- 
uaee ah ead of h im, and b e th oug h t to 
h imself, “ Can 1 reach th at aud get in­ 
to th e cellar and h ack again before th e 
lire cuts me off?-’ He m ade up h is mind 
at least to m ake th e effort. So h e w a lk­ 
ed cautiously across th e basement floor 
toward tin* door, keeping h is eye on th e 
lire all th etim o. It grew h otter and h ot­ 
ter as h e advanced, and tin* perspiration 
w as pouring fruity h is fact* 
in great 
beads, and 
h e was almost, suffocated 
w h en h is h and finally rested cl.’ th e 
knob of tin* door. 
He opened it and 
stepped inside. 
Wh at a 
relief! 
T h e 
transform ation was almost marvelous, 
for th e ch ange from th e h eated atm os­ 
ph ere of th e basement to th e cool air of 
th e cellar was like stepping out of a 
red h ot oven into an icebox. 
I Ye descended th e cellar stairs rapidly, 
and h olding h is lantern aloft looked 
about h im. 
It was as In* h ad suspected. 
T h e cellar w as filled w ith 
immense 
cases of straw bats, and alth ough , ow ­ 
ing to th e fireproof floor, th e fire prob­ 
ably could not descend, w h en th e m any 
stream s got to work th e dam age 
by 
w ater would be enormous. 
He h astily ascended. 
Peering c a u­ 
tiously out of tin* door, h e found tin 
fire h ad not advanced any farth er.

th en made h is way quickly th rough tin 
dense smoko to th e street. 
1 le re]H» rted to tlie superintendent of 
th e patrol, w h o h ad arrived by th is 
tim e, tin* fact th at lie h ad been in tin 
basement and h is discovery in th e cel 
lar, and told h im lie could do a great 
d» *;il of good if lie could only take tin 
m en down and cover up th e stock. 
Tin 
superintendent was at tlrst loath to let 
h im do mi, for th e situation looked to< 
dangerous, but finally In* gave perm is­ 
sion ami th e captain gath ered h is patrol 
men about h im and arm ed w ith covers 
th ey followed h im to th e suh cellar to 
“ cover up. 
By th is tim e th e com panies th at h ad 
responded 
to

and 
th ird 
alarm s sent outTwere at work, as well 
us th e companies th at h ad been ordered 
into th e basement, and tin* air in th e 
cellar was not us pleasant as wh en tin 
captain h ad first descended. 
Th e lire 
h ad begun to “ settle, -’ and th e subcel­ 
lar was tilled w ith

smoke, w h ile a constant, scalding drip 
w as falling from tin* ceiling. 
In th is dim , stifling atm osph ere tin 
patrolm en went to work w ith a will, 
spreading th eir w aterproof covers overj 
(*ase after cast* of valuable stock, w h ih I 
overh ead th ey could bear th e roaring! 
and cracking of th e flames, th e splash ­ 
ing of th e m any stream s us th ey wen 
dash ed about, and now and th en a dull 
era>h as some In avv piece of masonry 
w as crumbled aw ay by tin* h eat.

W h y M any C rim ín ala A n- Family I tr n u g h t 
to J u s ti c e . 
“ One reason why detectives ap p ear 
to do something miraculous occasional­ 
ly is that there is after all very little 
originality iu criminals, ” said one of 
Chief Huzcn’s sleuthhounds recently . 
“ When a man sets out to get money 
by crooked means, he seldom sits down 
and evolves a new p lan 
On the con­ 
trary , he evidently thinks of the smart 
eases he has heard of at different times, 
makes up his mind which suits him 
best and cop ies the p lan adop ted very 
closely indeed. 
“ Hence, when the detective sets out, 
he has, in many instances, quite a 
string of p recedents to take as guides to 
the course the criminal will p robably 
p ursue. 
“ One case, y ears ago, that help ed me 
immensely in the business, was a forg­ 
ery . The man had disap p eared and left 
no clew whatever behind. 
“ I o btaim d access to his room and 
fo und that he had dev elo ped a partial­ 
ity fo r cutting scraps fro m neWpupers. 
There was a whole drawerful o f these, 
and I wt nt through them carefully . 
“ Several had relation 
to forgery 
casi*« , and one cutting that ap p eared to 
be p retty badly fingered described how 
a forger had got away in woman’s at 
tire. 
“ 1 worked on the theory that my 
bird bad flown in tins manner and fol­ 
lowed it up until I finally got on the 
track and cap tured the criminal. 
“ The cap ture was regarded as a very 
remarkable one, but, as a m atter of 
fact, the runaway hud left for me an 
ex ceedingly valuable clew 
If he bad 
taken the p recaution to burn tlint cut 
ting, he m ight have escap ed cap ture a l­ 
together. ” —Cincinnati Enquirer.
